Two sensational chapters of the 
trial of F. E. Alford, alleged de- 
faulting city manager of Ontario, de- 
veloped yesterday. 

The prosecution suddenly switched 
fits line of testimony, momentarily, 
to introduce evidence that H. Seitz, 
a well driller, never received a war- 
rant for $75 and that it is not his 
signature that is on the warrant. 

The defense leaped onto this tes- 
timony with a show of enthusiasm 
and laid the foundation for later tes- 
timony that it will introduce seekfg 





who stole other funds from. the 
company for which Setiz worked. 

Will Call Man Who Cashed Check 

The prosecution countered, how- 
ever, with the declaration that it 
will produce“a clerk from a store 
to identify Alford as tre man who 
cashed the check. 

Seitz, however, declared on the 
witness stand that he knew Al- 
ford’s handwriting and that the en- 
dorsement on the warrant is not 
that .of Alford’s. 

The prosecution, however, regard- 
ed as highly vital the documentary 
evidence it introduced to prove that 
Alford personally took from the Pa- 
cific Pipe & Supply Company's of- 
fice several thousand dollars worth 
of tires which the testimony of E. 


H. Jones, the head bookkeeper and ; 


cashier, had testified the city of On- 
tario paid for. 

Receipts with Alford’s name or 
initials signed thereto were exhibit- 
ed to the jury, showing that he had 
taken the tires from the company's 
plant. The prosecution also declar- 
ed it would later introduce exprpss 
company receipts showing that a 
large number of tires had also been 
delivered at Alford’s home in On- 
tario and some of them were signed 
for by Mrs. Alford. It will ‘be con- 
tended. by the prosecution that the 
city of Ontario paid for these tires 
and that the trustees had no knowl 
edge of their purchase. 

The court shut off testimony on 
the cross-examination of Seitz by 
which the defense attempted to get 
before the jury that there had been 
thefts of funds from a company for 
which Seitz worked. This testimony 
would be hearsay, the court ruled. 
Attorney J. L. Richardson, for the 
defense, declared that he would show

IN FOSSIL FOREST 


Motorists who are hard-pressed for 





a decision on where to go for a 
vacation tour from this section of 
California, might give a little thought 
to the “fossil forests,” points out 
the touring bureau of the Automo- 


There are only four petrified for- 
ests in the world, and three of these 


are in the United’ States, while the; 


other one is near Cairo in Egypt. 
One of the fossil forests is right 
here in California, up near: Calfs- 
toga in the central part of the state; 


near the Yellowstone National Park. 

Auto Club authorities who are bus- 
ily engaged collecting data for mot- 
oring tours have a few interesting 
statistics on hand in regard to the 
history and nature of these little- 
freauented fossil forests. 

They say that these petrified 
groves, some of which show the 
trees intact, with trunks and! 
branches just as they were when 
they were living, were buried in the 
earth after the sap had sucked up 
into the trunk a quantity of silica 
in solution. “Silica” is not any 
high-brow word—it is Just a sort of 
mineral solution which goes into the 
trunk of trees as the sap absorbs 
the water fiom the earth, and hard- 
ens the veins of the trees, turning it) 
gradually into stone, just as gelatine | 
hardens when you make a pudding. 

Motorists invariably ask the ages 
of these fossil forests, and it may 
be some satisfaction to you who are 
planning to visit any one of them 
this spring or summer to know that 
they may be anywhere between 1,- 
000,000 and 15,000,000 years of age. 
Some of the fossil forests are older 
than others, but the merest flapper 
of them has at least seen 1,000,000 
summers. 

The Auto Club touring bureau has 
prepared information which will 
guide motorists over the shortest and 
best routes to any or all of these 
forests located in America. If you

REMOVING A CORK 
FROM INSIDE A BOTTLE 


When a cork happens to fall in- 
side a bottle, its removal appears 
to be hopeless, but there is a meth- 
od which usually proves successful. 
First, grease the neck of the bottle 
on the inside with vaseline, and then 
hold the bottle under cold water un- 
til it is as cold as possible. Next, 
use a long hat-pin, ‘spear the cork 
and draw it up till it blocks the 
mouth of the bottle. Finally, hold 
the bottle so that thé cork will not 
fall back again, and heat it grad-| 
ually, either by holding it in hot 


water or by pouring the hot water |. 


over it. This will cause the air in- 
side to expand and in almost every 
instance the cork will be forced out 
with a pop.—Exchange.

rived in Upland yesterday. 

Each denomination is given a dif- 
ferent color designation by which 
they will be identified. That is the 
system just worked out by the postal 
chiefs in Washington, D.C. All was 
well and good until the department 
jannounced the color names. 

For instance if a purchaser .wants 
to buy a nine-cent sticker, he walks 
| unguspectingly up to the wicket and 
calls for the denomination he wants. 

The clerk eyes the selection ap- 
provingly and replies, “Oh, you want 
the Secretary of Senate Compensa- 
tion Tint,” for that is the official 
name of the nine-center. To the un- 
initiated, it appears a faded pink. 

The four-cent stamp, which saves 
postage due on many enthusiastic 
missives, is well described as an 
aid to patriotism for it is listed as 
“Liberty Loan Bond Color.” The 
rank and file may still call it brown, 
however, although such a designa- 
tion may become a mark of the 
uneducated. 

The 20-cent stamp will possibly be- 
come the target for blue law en- 
thusiasts, for the department has 
called it “cigarette blue.” 

The 50-cent stamp is the tongue- 
twister’s first prize, for it is offic- 
ially listed as “Philippine Islands one 
centavos internal revenue * color,” 
vyhatever that is. It looks some- 
lthing like lavendar. 

The $5 stamp, seen once in a life- 
time, is the only bi-color of the 
issue. It is plain red and blue, the 
border being of the former color and 
the face of the latter. 

New faces appear on many of the 
stamps, which will be placed on sale 
locally as soon as the obsolete issues 
are sold out. 

The one-cent bears the conven- 





tional face of Benjamin Franklin, 
first postmaster-general. 

George Washington is again in 
evidence on the popular two-cent 


variety. 

Abraham Lincoln’s portrait adorns 
the three-cent denomination, while a 
woman é¢nters the postage stamp 
hall of fame in the four-cent var- 
iety, in the person of Martha Wash- 
ington. 

Theodore Roosevelt makes his first 
appearance on the ‘five-cent stamp, 
while James A. Garfield and Will- 
iam McKinley, martyred presidents, 
grace the six and seven-cent denom- 
inations, respectively.
